UK Plans Spectrum Auctions,

Radio Deregulation Drive 


Up To 500 New Commercial Stations Expected 


British government officials have announced plans to 
auction broadcast spectrum as part of a revolutionary 
shakeup of commercial radio broadcasting. The move is 
believed to mark the first attempt anywhere in the world 
to sell commercial radio frequencies to the highest bidder. 


Home Secretary Douglas Hurd 
said the government plans to offer 
listeners across the country more 
choice by introducing the United 
Kingdom’s first national commer- 
cial service with up to three fre- 
quencies being made available to 
the highest bidders. In addition, the 
government plans legislation that 
would deregulate broadcasting and 
authorize up to 500 new radio sta- 
tions. 


“All these services will be free of 
the existing constricting statutory 
requirements which have applied 
to independent local radio. They 
will instead be subject to light 
regulation designed to protect the 
consumer rather than direct the 
broadcaster,” Hurd told the British 
House of Commons last week. 
However, according to British in- 
dustry sources, a new commercial 
challenger to the dominant BBC 


Radio One pop service is unlikely 
owing to requirements for appli- 
cants to provide a ‘diverse pro- 
gram service.” 


‘The development of commercial 
radio broadcasting in England lags 
considerably behind that in the 
United States, with only about two 
dozen commercial stations serving 
a population in excess of 60 million. 
Under current British law, Ameri- 
cans may be allowed to purchase 
up to 49% of any broadcast proper- 
ty in the UK. 


FCC Chairman Dennis Patrick, 
as well as his predecessor Mark 
Fowler, have proposed limited 
spectrum auctions of non-broad- 
cast frequencies in the United 
States as a revenue-raising meas- 
ure. Trade groups such as the NAB 
have resisted such auctions for

Let’s break out the water- 
melon and fried chicken,” ac- 
cording to WBEC Program Di- 
rector Patrick Ryan. 

Later in the program, Ryan 
said, Turck poked fun at the civil 
rights leader's “I have a dream” 
speech. 

“He crossed over the fine line 
in broadcasting as far as taste is 
concerned and it was the last 
straw,’’ Ryan said. 

The program director said 
Turck had been repeatedly 
warned about ethnic and racial 
comments in his three months

In fact, I believe it is within the bounds of both clubs to discharge 
any member so doing! (Which I hope they’ve done -pls) Therefore I, too, feel it 
unnecessary to ask members to send a "polite" report. 

Wendell Ford asks if the listing CKO, Pointe Claire PQ on 1470 is a typo. Not at all - 
it is currently, at least, the only station in the CKO all-news network on AM. They bought 
out the facilities of old CFOX many years ago. They’re heard here from time to time in the 
wee hours. Chris Cuomo’s listing of CFLX~960 should be CFFX, “Sea-Fox", tney call 
themselves, as old CFOX-1470 used to do. I believe Greg Coniglio’s 1530 "Shadow Traffic" 
station would be either WDJZ-CT or WIDM-NJ, as "Shadow Traffic" is carried by many stations 
in the NY-NJ-CT area. 

I enjoyed Tony Fitzherbert’s profile of WCNW-OH, especially since many years ago, in 
the late “30’s, old WCNW was located five blocks from my home in Brooklyn, NY, on Flatbush 
Avenue ~ ‘twas the first radio station over which I spoke! They were 250/100 on 1500 kc/s 
then, sharing time with WARL. They later became WLIB and moved to 1190 - at my suggestion, 
I might add, but with no reuneration or even a "thank you for the suggestion."
